15 EXPLANATION
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This bill relates to human papillomavirus (HPV) infection
by providing appropriations for an HPV vaccination public
awareness program to prevent the infection and for
vaccinations of low=income persons who are uninsured.

The bill requires the department of public health to
administer the HPV vaccination public awareness program by
identifying medically accurate materials that contain
information regarding the risks associated with HPV iIn causing
cervical cancer, and the availability, effectiveness, and
potential risk of HPV vaccines. The department is required to
make the identified materials available on the departmental
website, provide education and training to health
professionals and the general public regarding the vaccines,
and notify each school district in the state of the available
information.

The bill provides an appropriation to the department of
public health for carrying out the public awareness program.

The bill also provides an appropriation to the department
of human services for providing the HPV vaccination to persons
below 250 percent of the federal poverty level who do not have
insurance to cover the HPV vaccination.
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
